The report, 
which 
is more 
ex ­ 
ha ustiv e than a ny prev ious account­ 
ing g iv en by the ag ent g enera l for 
reparations for 
an interim 
period, 
sta tes that the ex perts’ plan is pro­ 
ceeding norm a lly 
in 
its ex ecution. 
Pa y m ents and deliv eries for the bene­ 
fit of the creditor powers ha v e g one 
forward reg ula rly without interfering 
with the 
sta bility 
of German 
ex ­ 
chang e. 
Germany ha s paid a pprox im a tely 
9 8 4 ,000,000,000 g old marks of a to­ 
ta l of 1,5 00,000,000 prescribed in the 
plan for the period under discussion. 
“ It is not a ny 
lack of rev enues, 
but the consta nt raising of the lev el 
of ex penditures tha t threatens future 
budg etary troubles,” is Mr. Gilbert’s 
observ ation in a frank discussion of 
the g ov ernm ent’s conduct of its bud­ 
g et. 
” It 
is important 
from ev ery 
standpoint tha t it should be checked 
in time.” 
The sy stem of presenting budg ets, 
the ag ent g enera l contends, 
ha s 
the 
effect of show ing the financial posi­ 
tion of the Reich in a most artificial 
lig ht; it perm its budg et^surplus« f to 
be shown tha t can often be realized 
only thru borrowing . 
A larg e section of the report is de­ 
v oted to a sea rching ex m a ina tion of 
the g ov ernm ent’s bookkeeping in the 
course of which Mr. Gilbert does not 
mince words. 
He charg es “ obscurity 
o f accounts and budg etary pra ctices” 
which, if continued indefinitely would 
he a sserts, lead inev itably to budg et­ 
a ry insta bility . 
Clarity in 
accounting 
sa y s 
the 
a g ent g enera l, would prov ide one of 
the most effectiv e checks on ex pendi­ 
tures and would m a nifestly be of in­ 
terest not only to the g ov ernm ent, 
but to German economy as a whole. 
German econom y during the period 
cov ered by the report, as v iewed by 
Mr. Gilbert, sug g ests stea dy upward 
prog ress, tho not uniform in all in­ 
dustries for a ll sections, and is not 
y et wholly free from besetting diffi­ 
culties Despite continuing hea v y un­ 
employ ment 
a ll av ailable 
ev idence 
points* to increased production 
and 
consumption, the g rowing of sa v ing s 
deposits and som e 
improv ement 
in 
the standard of liv ing .

On the question of Germany ’s for­ 
eig n trade Mr. Gilbert sa y s: 
“ The 
g rea t 
v olume 
of imports 
from abroad with no corresponding 
g rowth of ex ports, nev ertheless sug ­ 
g ests the question of whether Ger­ 
many recently 
may not 
ha v e been 
ov erdev eloping 
internally , 
without 
making prog ress 
in her 
a bility to 
compete 
effectiv ely 
in 
the markets 
of the world, which is so necessa ry 
to the dev elopm ent and ex pa nsion of 
her foreig n tra de.” 
The sta bility of German currency 
remains fo lly a ssured,. 
Mr. Gilbert 


announces a s the Reichsbank has a m ­ 
ple resources and authority to pro­ 
tect it, and pay ments to the creditor 
powers under direction of the tra ns­ 
fer com m ittee hav e 
proceeded in a 
manner which does not interfere with 
German ex chang e. 
Summing up his observ ations dur­ 
ing the nine months cov ered in the. 
current report 
the 
a g ent 
g enera l 
sa y s: 
“ The 
ex perts 
in their 
orig ina l 
recommendations 
pointed 
out tha t 
their plan must 
find its 
o*v n g ua r­ 
anty , in fa ct tha t it is to the interest 
of all pa rties to carry it out in g ood 
faith. 
The 
rela tions of g ood 
fa ith 
and mutual understanding tha t hav e 
prev ailed since the beg inning of the 
plan are continuing in the interest of 
the German g ov ernm ent and creditor 
g ov ernments 
in 
their reg ular

It was an inspiring specta cle 
and one which tho so frequently re­ 
peated, nev er failed to thrill the Sena 
tor and Mrs. Harding . 
As the pro­ 
cession neared the Front Porch, Sena 
Harding noticed tha t 
two blind 
soldiers, sons of W y andot, wer^ being 
led a t the head 
of the 
procession. 
These two men g iv en places of honor 
on the porch, im m edia tely back of 
Senator Harding . 
As the crowd 
a s­ 
sembled, and while w a iting for the 
sig na l to step 
out, 
mov ed 
by the 
sig ht of these blind boy s and inspired 
by the g rea t sacrifice they had made 
Senator Harding picked up from his 
desk a scra p of paper torn from a 
scra tch pad, tore it in ha lf and wrote 
the follow ing tribute which M iss Law 
ler rescued from the porch where he 
dropped it 
as soon 
as he 
finished 
reading . When he reached what ev ery 
one supposed was the close of his ad­ 
dress, turning to the two blind boy s 
and addressing them persona lly , he 
deliv ered this 
eloquent 
tho ha stily 
w ritten tribute: 
My 
country men — Two sons 
of 
W y andot county are here today who 
hav e made the g rea test sacrifice for 
country which men m a y offer short 
of life itself. They were blinded under 
the flag , our flag , in the Arg onne. 
i 
“ 1 wa nt to publicly pledg e to them 
and to their comrades who suffered 
impairment for a full part in life the 
republic’s unfa iling and g ra teful con­ 
sidera tion. 
They are the heroes o f a 
nation and civ iliza tion preserv ed. 
' 
“ And I want to pledg e them som e­ 
thing more. 
I know what 
inspired 
their heroism. 
I 
known what made 
them proud soldiers of the republic. 
They were fig hting for America and 
American rig hts. 
They a nswered the 
| cha lleng e 
of 
American 
na tiona l 
I rig hts. 
They foug ht to defend Am er 
ican liv es, American freedom on the 
sea s, and American idea ls of interna­ 
tional relationship. 
“ If it had been for democrary a lone 
they would hav e g one when Belg ium 
wa s inv aded; if it had 
been 
for hu­ 
m a nity alone, they would hav e an­ 
swered the Lusitania’s sinking . Their 
hea rts were stirred, their supreme o f­ 
fering was made, when America wa s 
imperilled. 
“ They are nev er to see ag a in Old 
Glory , sublime at home and sig na ling 
our concept of freedom and justice 
thruout the world. 
But I pledg e to 
them this afternoon an assura nce in 
their hearts where their blind ey es 
can not conv ey —there nev er sha ll be 
a substitute for the Stars and Stripes 
they la st beheld.”

NEW INVENTIONS 


WILL HELP MAN 


Scientists Work on W ay s to 
Run Human Machine 
More Efficiently . 


New 
York.—Discov eries that 
will 
enable human beings to run them 
selv es as efficiently as they now run 
their automobiles, their radio sets, and 
their washing machines are predicted 
by Sumner N. Blossom, editor of Pop 
ular Science Monthly . 
Mr. Blossom, who has just coin 
pleted a world wide surv ey of scien­ 
tific trends, pointed out that iu ev er 
Increasing numbers scientists are de­ 
voting themselv es to phy siological und 
psy chological research. 
“ Regiments 
of 
trained 
men 
are 
study ing 
human beings, their emo­ 
tions, their senses, and their bodies,’ 
he said. 
“ From these efforts to help 
us get more out of ourselv es may well 
come results of larger importance to 
humanity than scientific achiev ements 
with steam, steel, electricity , and oth­ 
er tools. 
Able scientists see the pos 
sibility of transmitting thought with 
out speech and other astounding dis 
cov eries as a result of studies of the 
human mind.” 
Hu man Mach in e Secrets So u g h t. 
The most obscure functions of the 
human body are being studied, accord 
ing to Mr. Blossom, in u tremendous 
effort to learn the secrets of the hu 
man 
machine. 
The isolation of all 
of the life-giv ing v itamines and the 
dev elopment 
of 
methods 
for 
tlieii 
curativ e use is today a possibility . 
Urease, 
the 
first of the important 
enzy mes which play such a my steri 
ous and important part in human di 
gestion, has already been isolated and 
purified in cry stalline form at Cornell. 
More complete knowledge of the bod> 
enzy mes may shortly be ex pected, to 
gether with new and probably pro­ 
found results in the treatment of stom 
ach disorders. 
“ Further discov eries in the study ol 
bacteriophage, 
the 
my sterious 
sub 
stance now 
believ ed to prey 
upon 
germs hostile to the human body , are 
imminent,” be continued. 
“ As a result 
science may shortly equip us with a 
natural weapon to rid the human body 
of destructiv e organisms that cause 
our fatal diseases.” 
Reward s fo r Can cer Cu re. 
Ev ery day brings us one step near 
er to final conquest of cancer. 
'Hit 
war against tins baffling scourge has 
been intensified by announcement oi 
a $50,0UU award to the discov erer ol 
the cause of cancer and $50,000 to the 
discoverer of its cure. 
“ The my steries of the endocrine 
glands and the functions iu the body 
are rapidly being solv ed by a large 
group of brilliant inv estigators iu this 
field of research. Sufficient already is 
known to estab lish the conv iction that 
the endocrines play a profound part in 
body functioning, und that they also 
probably bear on personality and aifeci 
individual characteristics. 
“ Not only gland secretions but bod> 
chemistry in general is subject to ex 
haustiv e study in biologieui iuboru 
torles throughout the world. The ac­ 
tion of\)Oison9 on the human life cells 
Is being studied and the ex istence oi 
‘tox amins,’ or elements 
opposite 
tt 
v itamines in food, is suspected. 
“ The hidden my steries of heredity 
and sex are rapidly y ielding to sci­ 
ence. A female hermoue has been iso 
lated. 
From inquiries already far ad 
v anced the scientific predetermination 
of sex in indiv iduals seems no longei 
bey ond the range of possibility . 
May Co n q u er Diab etes. 
“ Diabetes, brought under control b> 
the discov ery of insulin, may be ex ­ 
pected to y ield to definite conquest as 
inv estigators approach discov ery of its 
cause, as y et unknown. Sleeping sick­ 
ness, tuberculosis and other diseases 
seem to be on the v erge of disclosing 
their my steries to research workers.” 
Turning to the field of practical in 
vention, Mr. Blossom declared that the 
collectiv e efforts of scientists in sev 
eral countries indicate the possibility 
of 
practical 
development of 
radii* 
transmission of motion pictures ami 
television in the near future. 
“ The y ear will witness far-reaching 
developments in the use of the radio 
‘beam.’ 
Transmission in a single,, di 
rection is already an accomplished 
fact between 
sev eral 
long distance 
radio telegraph stations and the ex ten 
sion of this ssy tem to other radio 
telegraph 
stations, 
and 
the newlj 
opened trans-Atlantic radio telephone 
will result iu a v ast sav ing in the 
amount of power required to insure 
consistent results. 
‘Beam’ transifcis 
sion also will greatly iucrease the 
secrecy of communication—one of the 
defects of commercial radio in its pres 
ent form. 
Study of “Co smic Ray s." 
“ Profound discov eries are not un 
likely from the present study of the 
Millikan ‘cosmic ray s,’ which are novi 
known to bombard the earth iron 
space and which can penetrate nim 
feet of lend. Science suggests the pos 
sibility that man may be able to har 
uess this ‘free energy ’ as one solutioi 
of the world’s power problem. 
“ Another step toward realization oi 
the fascinating dream of obtaining 
power from the sun is seen in the 
recent success of Dr. \V. W. Coblentz 
of the United States bureau of stand 
arde, In generating electricity by lighi 
through the agency of the mineral 
moly bdenite. 
This mineral is on« of 
the chief sources of the metal mbly b 
deoom u*ed Id steel manufacture." 
* 
Doctor Cofclentz discovered that e 


cry stal of moly bdenite, when ex posed 
to natural light, produces an electric 
current In fact, he was able to obtain 
In this way two ten-thousandths of an 
ampere of current. Moreover, by using 
vacuum tube amplifiers, such as are 
employ ed in radio, the feeble current 
may be magnified greatly « making the 
cry stal av ailable as a delicate light 
detector, or electrical “ ey e,” such as 
the photo-electric cell. 
“ The 
ex periments,” 
Mr. 
Blossom 
said, “ prove conclusiv ely that electric 
power from light is not an impossibil­ 
ity , while the demonstration at the 
University of Nebraska of the use of 
wind power in the generation of elec­ 
tricity may lead to new way s of sup­ 
ply ing power for household and com­ 
mercial needs.”

The steamer 
Westerner also reports having been 
halted by the sloop. 


Relics 2,000 Years Old 
Unearthed on Battle Site 
Moscow.—Ex cav ations on the bat­ 
tlefield of Borodino, sev enty -fiv e miles 
west of Moscow, where Napoleon waged 
and lost the biggest battle of his Rus­ 
sian campaign, rev eal that this his 
toric struggle took place on the site 
of an ancient civ ilization which flour­ 
ished 2,000 y ears ago. 
The arcbeptoglst A. V. Apzlkovskl 
has found about 17.000 pieces of pot­ 
tery , bronze bracelets, and Intricate 
bone ornaments buried under two bills 
which Napoleon’s army 
found con­ 
venient for breastworks. 
These relics were made by people 
of the Finnish ty pe, the archeologist 
believ es. They were an agricultural 
people who lived in neat cottages and 
were the possessors of large herds 
of cattle and horses and well cared 
for drov es of sheep. 
They are believ ed to hav e had some 
contact with the Romans as well as 
with 
their northern 
neighbors, 
the 
Scandinav ians.

Prev ent freezing by see­ 
ing that the battery is alway s fully 
charged.

Sp eeding isn’t worth the risk, inso­ 
far as sav ing time is concerned, ac­ 
cording to F. J. Tomczak, safety di­ 
rector of the Chicago Motor Coach 
comp any .

Tacoma, Wash.—St. Peter’s Episco­ 
pal church, the oldest In Tacoma, has 
a steeple which is perhaps the most 
venerable In the nation. 
When Co­ 
lumbus discovered America the steeple 
was G19 y ears of age, its concentric 
'rings indicate, thus it Is today 1,054 
y ears old. 
The pioneers o f the Pacific North­ 
west used what nature provided, and 
so members of St. Peter’s church con­ 
verted a great tree Into a steeple. 
With the announcement of the se­ 
lection of Tacoma as the western ter­ 
minus of the Northern Pacific rail­ 
road, Bishop Morris came here to 
establish a church upon land covered 
by large trees. 
One was cut off 48 
feet above ground and the church con­ 
structed around i t The opening serv­ 
ice was on the ninth Sunday after 
» Trinity , In August, 18 73. 
Lacking a bell, Mrs. Theodore Hos- 
mer, Sunday school teacher, wrote 
some time later to her church in Phil­ 
adelphia and soon one was received. 
Ivy covers both the church and Its 
steeple now, but the bell still tolls Its 
message atop the ancient tower.

ROFESSOR Walter H. Eddy in 
his book, “The Vitamine Man­ 
ual,” lists whole milk powder as 
containing ex actly the same number of 
vitamines A and B as new whole milk. 
The British Medical Research Com­ 
mittee concurs in this opinion. 
The good health, the very life of 
y oung people is dependent upon the 
q uality of the milk they drink. With 
this in mind, doctors are recommend­ 
ing in many instances dried milk for 
infants and children. They point out 
that dried milk is not variable, that 
it is the same every day , that it is 
reliable, pure, clean, does not spoil 
in summer nor freeze in winter is 
convenient and safe when travelling 
and possesses the same intrinsic good­ 
ness as the best whole milk. 


Dried milk is simply the solids of 
whole milk. 
It may be restored to 
liq uid form by merely adding water. 
It is put up in an air-tight can and 
will keep indefinitely . 
Green Pea So u ffle: 
Cook one fine­ 
ly -chopped onion in the liq uid from 
a can of peas. 
Add the peas and 
one-q uarter teaspoon salt. 
Make a 
cream sauce with one and one-half 
tablespoons each of butter and flour, 
and 
four 
tablespoons

milk 
dissolved in one cupful of water. Sea­ 
son with salt and pepper and put into 
it the peas and cnion which have been 
mashed together. Take from the fire 
and stir in the y olks of two well 
beaten eggs; then fold in the stiffly - 
beaten whites of two eggs.

A poster emphasizing the more Im­ 
portant qualities of a good egg has 
just been Issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. It shows 
an egg broken Into a dish, yolk and 
white in natural colors. There is also 
shown in the poster a group of egg 
dishes, and the text is devoted to giv­ 
ing information to the consumer con­ 
cerning the more important qualities 
of a good egg as brought out when it 
is broken out of the shell. 
Quality of Eggs. 
It is explained, for Instance, that the 
consumer can tell the quality of eggs 
used in the home by the condition of 
the yolk and the white. If the egg 
has a strong shell, one of the qualities 
mentioned, breakage losses are re­ 
duced. The egg should also have a 
good flavor, which Is hest maintained 
by keeping eggs In sanitary places. 
"When the egg is broken out for cook­ 


ing or baking purposes, the white 
should be clear and divided into two 
portions, the thicker and tinner por­ 
tion which tends to stand up well in 
a fresh egg, and Immediately sur­ 
rounds the yolk, the other portion a 
little thinner and tending to flatten 
out Into the dish Into which the egg 
is broken. The yolk Itself should be 
of uniform yellow color throughout 
and should stand up well. 
Encourage Better Eggs. 
Housekeepers can 
encourage the 
production and marketing of better 
eggs by giving attention to the qual­ 
ities of a good egg, and exercising 
greater discrimination in purchasing 
eggs for home use. 
Those who wish to display the post­ 
er, which Is 14 by 20 Inches, may ob­ 
tain copies from the United States 
Department of Agriculture.

A small package of seed sent to the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture from Korea seven years ago has 
upheld the old saying, “good things 
come in small packages.” Sown at the 
department’s experimental farm at Ar­ 
lington, Va., in a row a rod long, 
which yielded eight ounces of seed, the 
material proved to be a species of les­ 
pedeza new to the United States. 
Careful handling to increase this small 
seed supply and subsequent testing at 
various state experiment stations has 
shown the new Introduction to be a 
valuable addition to the forage crops 
of this country. 
Quite Drought-Resistant. 
The 
Korean 
lespedeza, 
although 
closely related to the Japanese species 
commonly found In the South, is ear­ 
lier and adaptable to regions farther 
north. 
It is quite drought resistant 
and grows readily on poor acid soils. 
It is a legume and is recommended 
chiefly as a summer pasture crop 
rather than as a hay crop. Its value 
lies in the fact that it will reseed the 
ground and will grow in the hot 
months when grass on poor, droughty 
land Is brown and dead. 
Although grown only on a limited 
acreage as yet, on account of an Insuf­ 
ficient seed supply, Korean lespedeza 
promises to be especially Important for 
a section of the country described as 
lying between southern Pennsylvania 
and northern Ohio on the north and 
the southern border of Virginia and 
Kentucky on the south, extending from 
the Atlantic coast to Iowa. It has also 
given promise In Kansas, on the east­ 
ern border of the Great Plains, but 
how far west it may prove valuable is 
not yet known. 
Seed Supply Inadequate. 
The great need at present to further 
the establishment of this new legume 
Is a sufficient seed* supply. 
There is 
a demand for all the seed that can be 
grown for several years yet to come, 
says the department, and the few 
farmers who already have a small 
acreage are urged to harvest a supply 
of seed for sale. 
Although lespedeza 
will grow readily at points farther 
north than the zone described, it does 
not mature seed there In the adapt­ 
ed region mentioned the plant pro­ 
duces u plentiful supply of seed. ■ 


The gardener who has to fight wire­ 
worms may make use of various kinds 
of poisoned baits. 
The beet time to 
fight them, further, is before the gar­ 
den is planted, declares the New Jer­ 
sey state agricultural college. Small 
bunches of clover or similar plants 
may be dipped Into paris green water 
and scattered over the ground after 
it lias been fitted, but before planting. 
It is well to cover these with pieces 
of board or earth. 
Sweetened corn­ 
meal dough poisoned with arsenate of 
lead or paris green is almost always 
effective. 
It Is unnecessary to add 
that all poisoned baits should be used 
most carefully to avoid danger to 
children, to chickens, and to animals. 
Practically all vegetable crops which 
have fleshy roots such as corn, wheat, 
cabbage and potatoes are attacked by 
wireworms. When plantings are made 
on lands previously In sod, they are 
likely to be especially troublesome. 
To fight the worms In field crops, 
the practice of rotation will help. In 
this rotation, lands should not be left 
in grass more than two years, or at 
the most three years. It Is often de­ 
sirable to plant peas, clover or buck­ 
wheat between sod and potatoes and 
other susceptible crops. 
Deep and thorough cultivation in 
late July or August will destroy many 
of the pests in their undeveloped state.

China Has Lost Lead 
in Porcelain Industry 
Though 
chinaware and porcelain 
comprise one of China’s gifts to the 
world, this famous industry has lan­ 
guished since the beginning of the 
republic, according to China, a com­ 
mercial and Industrial handbook, is- 
sued by the United States Department 
of Commerce. The patronage of the 
emperors did much to encourage manu­ 
facturers who took personal pride In 
the production of their porcelains but, 
unfortunately, without the stimulus of 
imperial interest, the Industry seems 
to have slumped and shows great lack 
of enterprise. There were several im­ 
perial potteries under the old regime, 
the chief of which has been located 
at Kmgtehchen in the Kiangsi prov­ 
ince since 200 A. D. Exceedingly beau­ 
tiful China is still made, according 
to Julian Arnold, commercial attache, 
but It Is difficult for tourists to make 
eatisfactory purchases owing to the 
limited supply of pieces kept on hand. 
China possesses not only the skilled 
potters but plenty of raw material in 
the shape of high quality kaolins and 
clays, so that when the political order 
of the country becomes more stabil­ 
ized, it Is sure to become again an 
Important factor In the ceramic indus­ 
tries.

More complete knowledge of the body 
enzymes may shortly be expected, to 
gether with new and probably pro 
found results In the treatment of stow 
ach disorders.

germs hostile to the humau body, are 
imminent,” be continued. 
“As a result 
science may shortly equip us with a 
natural weapon to rid tile busiiuu body 
of destructive organisms thut cause 
our fatal diseases."

FOR SURPLUS MONEY 


About the middle of the Nineteenth 
century 
important 
business 
house* 
made their first appearance in San 
Juan and other towns of the island of 
Porto Rico. 
Then the rich farmers 
deposited 
their savings with these 
houses and also obtained from them 
financing for their sugar mills. 
Throughout the Nineteenth century 
a great struggle went*on for the estab­ 
lishment of a bank In the island. The 
Idea was successful In the year 1880 
when the Banco Espanol, now Banco 
Commercial de Puerto Rico, was es­ 
tablished. 
Money also was kept in silk stock­ 
ings and handmade hosiery. 
It was 
the custom of some persons to bide 
their pesos and gold pieces in the 
beams of the roofing. There Is an old 
story of an usurer In Areclbo who 
used to hide his money in a hollow 
wooden statue of Saint Blas two feet 
high.

Motlier Where’s 
the Magazines? 


Is this the question that is asked each night in 
your home, as Father prepares to spend the 
evening at home, in his easy chair, to read the 
papers and magazines? 


Here is one of the newest of the modern m aga­ 
zine baskets, made of wood, and finished in red, 
green, ye lo w or gold, and beautifully decorat­ 
ed. 
I t is ju s t the thing to keep F ath er’s papers 
and magazines in, besides adding a touch of 
co1 or to the room. 


“Of the total power of the motor in 
fin automobile, part is absorbed In 
the mechanism of the car,” writes a 
rubber expert in an exchange. “The 
remainder, estimated to be more than 
80 per cent, Is transmitted to the rear 
tires to be expended in pushing the 
machine against the wind, up hill and 
against other resistances. 
“Driving over bricks and 
bumps, 
dodging around automobiles at tile 
side of the road, our tires are sub­ 
jected to power as well as dead load 
and to sudden changes In strain. These 
Jerks, 
bumps 
and 
cuts 
by 
rough 
stones on the road’s edge that let 
water into the fabric are the killing 
forces that destroy tires. If tires were 
i treated as most of our property Is, we 
should carefully guard them month by 
month. 
f 
Shifting of Old Tires Advised. 
“‘The older ones should be shifted 
from the position of greatest work, 
namely, the rear, to the front; for we 
should think of them as old, faithful 
horses, 
to 
be 
gradually retired to 
easier Jobs, while the younger ones 
are called upon to carry the heaviest 
burdens. 
“How much work does a tire do? 
If one 32x4-1 ach tire on the rear 
wheel of a car carrying a load of 1,500 
pounds runs 10,000 miles up a 4.4 per 
cent grade, the work it has to do, en­ 
gineers tell us, Is 2,026 horse power 
hours. 
“ Ibis Is equivalent to lifting more 
than 4,000,000,000 pounds of stone up 
one foot. The computation, to be sure, 
assumes the tire to be on the upgrade 
all the way; but lf It goes upgrade 
only one-quarter of the time, the work 
done would lift the Washington mon­ 
ument about 12 feet. 
“When your tire goes IOO miles it 
does as much work as you would do 
if you shoveled 220 tons of coni Into 
your second-story window. During such 
a Job you would perspire freely; the 
tire heats, too. 
Speed Increases Temperature. 


“ W e have learned by experiment 
that when this 4-Inch tire was run 
for an hour at 20 miles an hour the 
temperature of the tire Just under the 
tread has increased 3 7^ degrees; at 
40 miles an hour, the Increase was 75 
degrees. 
‘ In the hot cfhys, with the thermom­ 
eter 95 degrees In the shade and 110 
degrees on the road surface, imagine 
the tire heated to 180 degrees, or near­ 
ly enough to boil water! 
“Is it any wonder that rubber wears 
rapidly then? These figures of tem­ 
perature show that the motorist has 
considerable to fear If he rides at 
excessive speed in hot weather, or if 
he permits his air inflation to be re­ 
duced to the point where there Is max­ 
imum flexing, and 
consequently 
in­ 
creased rise in temperature. Regard­ 
less of that, rubber tires resist just 
such wear to a greater degree than 
any other known substance.” 


Gas-Loaded Engine Not 
Difficult to Clean Out 
When aa engine becomes loaded 
With gas it will not run because the 
mixture In the cylinders is too rich 
to fire. Return of normal operation 
is merely a question of allowing the 
car to stand until the gas evaporates; 
but there are several methods of clear­ 
ing the cylinders If one is In a hurry. 
One is to open the petcocks, where 
such conveniences are provided. The 
next best way is to crank the engine 
with the starter, being sure to huve 
the throttle closed, ignition off and 
choker 
button 
pushed 
in. 
Some 
drivers argue that if the ignition Is 
kept on whatever partial burning or 
ignition of the gasses takes place will 
serve to clear 
the 
cylinders 
more 
quickly. But here’s the explanation; 
If thg ignition is switched on and 
one cylinder should fire, tKe sudden 
speed imparted to the engine would 
create additional suction, causing a 
further amount of gas to suck Into the 
cylinders. With the ignition off the en­ 
gine turns over slowly, rids itself of 
excessive gas and draws in very little 
more.

Few Important Rules to 
Follow in Battery Care 
There are many important rules to 
follow to keep a battery in first-class 
condition. Here are a few of them: 
Watch tile ammeter to see that the 
battery 
is charging or discharging 
properly. Test with a hydrometer at 
least once every week. Add enough 
distilled water every week to keep 
electrolyte over the plates. 
Never let the switch stay on while 
the engine is not running. 
Prevent 
short circuits by watching for weak 
places in the Insulation. Never lay a 
tool or other piece of metal across the 
terminals of a battery. 
Keep the 
terminals tight and free from corro­ 
sion. Keep the terminals covered with 
cup grease. Prevent freezing by see­ 
ing lhat the battery is always fully 
charged. 


Speed Saves Few Minutes 
but Not Worth the Risk 
Speeding Isn't worth the risk, inso­ 
far as saving time is concerned, ac­ 
cording to F. J. Toinczak, safety di­ 
rector of the Chicago Motor Coach 
company. 
He recently conducted an 
experiment in driving his car from his 
home on Devon avenue to the Wrigley 
building. 
“Motorists do not realize how little 
time is gained by excessive speed," 
he said. “When I fo lio e d the traffic, 
keeping within the speed limit, it took 
me 30 minutes to make the trip. The 
next day tile weatlx?r conditions were 
the same, and I left at the same time 
and tried by speeding to reach the 
Wrigley building in as short a time as 
possible. It took me 26 minutes, so 
that I risked my life for the sake of 
only four minutes, and it isn’t worth 
the hazard.”

This Church Steeple 
Here Before Columbus 
Tacoma, Wash.—St. Peter’s Episco­ 
pal church, the oldest In Tacoma, has 
a steeple which is perhaps the most 
venerable In the nation. 
When Co­ 
lumbus discovered America the steeple 
was 619 years of age, its concentric 
‘rings indicate, thus It is today 1,054 
years old. 
The pioneers of the Pacific North­ 
west used what nature provided, and 
so members of St. Peter’s church con­ 
verted a great tree into a steeple. 
With the announcement of the se­ 
lection of Tacoma as the western ter­ 
minus of the Northern Pacific rail­ 
road, Bishop Morris came here to 
establish a church upon land covered 
by large trees. 
One was cut off 48 
feet above ground and the church con­ 
structed around It. The opening serv­ 
ice w7as on the ninth Sunday after 
-♦Trinity, in August, 1873. 
Lacking a bell, Mrs. Theodore Hos­ 
mer, 
Sunday school teacher, wrote 
some time later to her church in Phil­ 
adelphia and soon one was received. 
Ivy covers both the church and its 
steeple now, but the bell still tolls its 
message atop the undent tower. 


Famous Bell Sacred 
Silent for nearly a century aud a 
quarter, the old ship’s bell of Lord 
"Nelson’s flagship Victory was recently 
rung in the presence of a gathering of 
distinguished persons in S t George’s 
hall in Liverpool, given for the benefit 
of seamen’s institutes. 
The bell is 
beld sacred by the English people 
and considerable official formality at­ 
tended the release of the bell for this 
occasion. It could not have been ac' 
complished for any other cause.

ROFESSOR Walter H. Eddy in 
his book, “The Vitamine Man­ 
ual,” lists whole milk powder as 
containing exactly the same number of 
vitamines A and B as new whole milk. 
The British Medical Research Com­ 
mittee concurs in this opinion. 
The good health, the very life of 
young people is dependent upon the 
quality of the milk they drink. With 
this in mind, doctors are recommend­ 
ing in many instances dried milk for 
infants and children. They point out 
that dried milk is not variable, that 
it is the same every day, that it is 
reliable, pure, clean, does not spoil 
in summer nor freeze in winter., is 
convenient and safe when travelling; 
and possesses the same intrinsic good­ 
ness as the best whole milk. 


Dried milk is simply the solids of 
whole milk. 
It may be restored to 
liquid form by merely adding water. 
It is put up in an air-tight can and 
will keep indefinitely.

famous Civil War Song Was 
Written 
By 
Ben 
Hanby, 
a Rushville School 
Teacher. 


Few Fairfield 
county 
people 
know that the famous Civil War 
ballad, “Darling 
Nelly 
Gray,” 
was written in 
Rushville 
in the 
late ’50’s by Benjamin R. Hanby, 
a 
young 
and 
obscure 
school 
•teacher. 
The plaintive ballad that was 
later to resound through a w ar- 
torn nation as thousands of sol­ 
diers m arched 
to fight 
against 
their countrym en, was first sung 
in a little school room 
in 
th at 
peaceful hamlet, 
H anby leading 
his pupils as their young voices 
followed the notes he had w ritten 
on the blackboard. 
Mrs. George R. Flegel, 
88, of 
Lancaster, one of H an b y ’s class, 
told the following 
story 
when 
queried about the 
origin of the 
•song: 
“Mr. Hanby was always com­ 
posing, and our class sang the A. 
B. C’s, the multiplication tables 
and even the geography 
lesson. 
I 
particularly 
remember 
his 
working upon the ballad “Nelly 
Gray,” which he wrote while in 
the classroom, snatching a few 
moments now and then and writ­ 
ing industriously when he stayed 
after hours with pupils who had 
to remain. 
“While 
he 
was 
composing 
‘Nelly G ray/ he would frequently 
tell us about the verse 
he 
was 
working on at the time 
and he 
deemed wrapped up in this song 
of the girl 
carried 
away 
into 
slavery.’’ 
The composer’s 
father, 
Rev. 
Mr. Hanby, and 
his 
family, re­ 
sided at Rushville in 
the 
’40’s, 
the minister being pastor of the 
United Brethren church there. 
Later the family moved to Cir­ 
cleville, where the father became 
editor of the Religious Telescope, 
a U. B. church paper still in ex­ 
istence. 
The minister was an 
open op­ 
ponent of slavery, launching vig­ 
orous attacks against it both from 
his pulpit and 
later 
from 
the 
columns of his publication. 
It is asserted that 
Rev. 
Mr. 
Hanby was one of the organiza­ 
tion of Northern men who form­ 
ed the chain known as the “Un­ 
derground Railway” 
which was 
the 
means 
of 
bringing 
many 
slaves 
from 
the 
Southland 
^through the North to freedom in 
Canada. 
The slaves were hidden in the 
“stations,” 
namely, 
homes 
of 
sympathizers, and transported at 
night from one station to anoth­ 
er. 
In this environment 
young 
Benjamin 
grew up, 
and 
it is 
probable that in ’this way he re­ 
ceived the 
inspiration 
for 
his 
famous song. 
The family moved to 
W ester­ 
ville, where "the 
son 
graduated 
from Otterbein college in 1858, 
returning to Rushville 
to 
teach 
school for 
several years.— Lan­ 
caster Eagle. 


This Church Steeple 
Here Before Columbus 
Tacoma, Wash.—St. Peter’s Episco­ 
pal church, the oldest In Tacoma, has 
a steeple which Is perhaps the most 
venerable in the nation. 
When Co­ 
lumbus discovered America the steeple 
was 610 years of age, its concentric 
•rings Indicate, thus It is today 1,054 
years old. 
The pioneers of the Pacific North­ 
west used what nature provided, and 
so members of St. Peter’s church con­ 
verted a great tree Into a steeple. 
With the announcement of the se­ 
lection of Tacoma as the western ter­ 
minus of the Northern Pacific rail­ 
road, Bishop Morris came here to 
establish a church upon land covered 
by large trees. 
One was cut off 48 
feet above ground and the church con­ 
structed around it The opening serv­ 
ice was on the ninth Sunday after 
..Trinity, in August, 1873. 
Lacking a bell, Mrs. Theodore Hos­ 
mer, Sunday school teacher, wrote 
some time later to her church In Phil­ 
adelphia and soon one was received. 
Ivy covers both the church and Its 
steeple now, but the bell still tolls its 
message atop the ancient tower.

T special sales a chuck cut of 
beef for pot roast may be had 
for twenty-five cents a pound. 
Buy 2 pounds. 
Roll the meat in 
flour, and sear on both sides in a 
frying-pan. 
Cook in a covered di h 
in the oven two hours. 
H alf a cup 
of water should be kept in the dish. 
W hen partly cooked, put in salt and 
four small onions. 
Cost of onions 2 
cents and of the potatoes 5 cents. 
To make the fritters, first drain the 
liquid from a can of corn.

spoon salt and H teaspoon baking - 
powder with ^ cup of flour and 
mix with about half the com.

Some Facts About Dried Mille

R O FE SSO R W alter H. Eddy in 
his book, “The Vitamine Man­ 
ual,” lists whole milk powder as 
containing exactly the same number of 
vitamines A and B as new whole milk. 
The British Medical Research Com­ 
mittee concurs in this opinion. 
The good health, the very life of 
young people is dependent upon the 
quality of the milk they drink. \\ ith 
this in mind, doctors are recommend­ 
ing in many instances dried milk for 
infants and children. They point out 
that dried milk is not variable, that 
it is the same every day, that it is 
reliable, pure, clean, does not spoil 
in summer nor freeze in winter, is 
convenient and safe when travelling 
and possesses the same intrinsic good­ 
ness as the best whole milk. 


Dried milk is simply the solids of 
whole milk. 
It may be restored to 
liquid form by merely adding water. 
It is put up in an air-tight can and 
will keep indefinitely. 
Green Pea Souffle: 
Cook one fine­ 
ly-chopped onion in the liquid from 
a can of peas. 
Add the peas and 
one-quarter teaspoon salt. 
Make a 
cream sauce with one and one-half 
tablespoons each of butter and flour, 
and

son with salt and pepper and put into 
it the peas and onion which have been 
mashed together.

an hour.
